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CATHERINE YOE SADOWSKI, 

having been first duly sworn, was examined and testified 
as follows: 


EXAMINATION 

BY MR. FERGUSON: 

q. State your name and spell your last name, please. 

A. Catherine Yoe Sadowski, SADOWSKI. 

Q. And I guess Catherine is with a C? 

A. CATHERINE. 

Q. And Yoe is Y O E? 

A. YOE. That # s my maiden name, which I generally 

use at the office. Sadowski is my married name. 

Q. What's your business address? 

A. 81 Governor Berkeley, BERKELEY, Road, 

Williamsburg, Virginia 23185. 

Q. Let me make a couple preliminary remarks and then 
we'll begin. I'm Jon Ferguson, I'm an assistant attorney 
general for the State of Washington, and one of the 
attorneys for plaintiff. With me is Mr. Solimano, who also 
represents the State of Washington. We're going to ask you 
some questions today about records and record retrieval and 
destruction policies at the Tobacco Institute. 

As I'm sure you've been told, if you haven't 
been through this before, if I ask a question which is 
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unclear please do not answer the question, ask me to clarify 
it for you. If counsel object, following their objection 
please state your answer to the question unless you're 
instructed to not answer the question. Understand that? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What is your title, Ms. Sadowski? 

A. Well, I'm a consultant now to the Tobacco 
Institute. 

Q. How long have you been a consultant to them? 

A. Since September 1, 1996. 

Q. Do you have any clients with which you consult 
besides the Tobacco Institute? 

A. No. 

Q. Were you employed by the Tobacco Institute prior 
to becoming a consultant? 

A. I was. 

Q. How long were you employed by the Institute? 

A. From February 1, 1984, through August 31st, 1996. 

Q. Why did you leave? 

A. Well, my husband and I had moved to Williamsburg, 
Virginia, which is much too far to commute.

Q. How far? 


A. It's 152 miles to the office from our house. 

Q. Does your consulting occupy a full-time work week? 


A. No. It varies, but, anywhere from two or three 
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hours a week to several days a week, if you have to go up to 
Washington for a few days. 

Q. For what purposes do you consult with — Is it all 
right if I call it TI? 

MR. MURRAY: Sure. 

Q. — with TI? 

A. Primarily to be a liaison between TI staff and 
Covington & Burling, our national counsel, on the issues of 
document retrieval, storage for the litigation we're 
involved in. I have several other projects that I work on, 
one relates to Ford's Theater, that our president is on the 
board with, and I've worked on some projects with them. I 
do miscellaneous work. 

Q. Have you ever given a deposition before? 

A. No. 

Q. Have you ever testified in a court proceeding? 

A. No. 

Q. At the time you left TI to become a consultant, 
what was your title at TI? 

A. My last title was director, legislative 

information. 

Q. How long had you held that position? 

A. Roughly since 1988. 

Q. What were the duties of that position? 

A. My primarily one was to be responsible for 
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imparting information on state and local, later also 
federal, legislation and regulatory activity on tobacco 
issues, to produce and oversee our reports on that 
legislation, to compile and keep historical records on the 
laws relating to tobacco. I had a variety of our 
miscellaneous chores. Budget oversight for the divisions I 
worked in, general editing. 

Q. Was your title director for legislative 
information from 1988 through the end of your employment, or 
did your title change? 

A. The only change was that I moved from state 
activities division to public affairs division in 1993. 

Q. Prior to assuming those responsibilities in 1988, 

what was your job at TI? 

A. I think my title was manager, legislative affairs, 
and it was primarily just the tracking and reporting of 
state and local legislation. 

Q. Have you reviewed the requests made by the State 
of Minnesota for documents from TI? 

A. I have. 

Q. Have you also reviewed the Washington requests m 

cn 

directed to TI? S 

MR. MURRAY: Are you talking about the w 

to 

subpoena, Jon? 

MR. FERGUSON: No, the request for production 
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that was served on TI. It's very similar to Minnesota's. 

A. I don't believe I have seen the paper on it. 

Q. Have you reviewed document requests for any state 

other than Minnesota that you recall? 

A. Yes, I have. 

Q. Which states? 

A. Definitely for Florida. I believe I have seen or 

had read to me Connecticut, Kansas. Those are the only ones 
I actually can recollect seeing. 

MR. MURRAY: Counsel, for the record, was the 
last question devoted to her preparation for this deposition 
or in general? 


MR. FERGUSON: No, just in general. 

MR. MURRAY: Thank you. 

Q. Did you oversee generally the document production 

in response to the Minnesota requests? 

A. I wouldn't use the word oversee. I coordinated 
between TI and the staff at Covington & Burling. 

Q. Did you have any similar role with regard to the 
Florida documents? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Same role? 

A. In Florida our working relationships were a little 

bit different. I was called upon to do more work myself in 
looking at a few files to isolate materials. The requests 
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were different, it came in smaller pieces. 

Q. Did you have any similar role with regard to 
either the Connecticut or Kansas requests? 

A. Let me also put in, before I forget, Mississippi. 
I have read the Mississippi requests. 

Q. Let's add Mississippi to my question, then. Did 
you have a similar role with regard to Mississippi, 
Connecticut or the Kansas requests? 

A. Connecticut and Kansas are still quite 
preliminary. We have just barely started to actually 
retrieve files. But I have worked with counsel on the 
responses to identify where there would be files. On 
Mississippi, it's similar to Minnesota's production. But I 
took a more active role in isolating groups of file storage 
boxes for review. 

Q. I used to write a lot faster, I'm sorry. 

A. That's all right* 

Q. In preparation for your deposition today you've 

met with your counsel? 

A. Correct. 

Q. And that is who? 

A. For Covington & Burling is Pat Davies. And then 
for local counsel, Jim Murray. 

Q. Is it Mr. or Ms. Davies? 

A. He's a Mr. 
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Is he in Seattle? 


A. He is. 


Q. When did you arrive in Seattle? 

A. I came Friday. 

Q. Just in time for the tropical weather? 

A. It was sunny on Friday. 

Q. It was? I forgot. Did Mr. Davies arrive about 
the same time you did? 

A. No, he came yesterday, I believe. Monday. 

Q. When did you first meet with counsel in 
preparation for this deposition? 

A. First met on March 11. Last Tuesday. 

Q. In Washington? 

A. In Washington, D.C. 

Q. And that was with Mr. Davies? 

A. And Mr. Murray. Davies, yes, and Mr. Murray. 

Q. Were any other attorneys present? 

A. No other attorneys. 

Q. Anyone from Tobacco Institute present? 

A. Just myself. 

Q. Who else was there? 

A. A paralegal, senior paralegal for Covington &

Do you recall the name of that person? 
Linda Piso, P I S 0. 
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Q. How long was that nesting? 

A. Not very. Maybe two hours altogether, with 
several interruptions. 

Q. What documents did you review during that meeting? 

A. We looked at the TI responses to the Minnesota 
production, which also included the request itself. 

Q. You're talking about the written responses to 
the — 

A. Yes. 

Q. What else? 

A. We looked at some ~ at the file storage list, the 
Tobacco Institute file storage list, and we went through the 
Washington subpoena. At that time, there were several other 
pieces of paper on the table, but I don't think we discussed 
them at that meeting. 

Q. All right. 

A. They probably all related to Minnesota. 

Q. Before I forget it, did you have any role in 
preparing documents which were provided to the State of 
Texas? 

A. Yes. Yes. 

Q. What was your role with regard to the Texas 

documents? 

A. I believe I merely talked with Pat Davies over the 
phone about where we would have responsive documents, where 
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they don't apply. And I must add that I saw probably some 
paperwork on Texas. 

Q. I'm sorry, I don't understand part of your answer, 
where you said where they don't apply. 

A. Well, some requests simply do not apply to Tobacco 
Institute's documents. 

Q. I see. Thank you. During your meeting in 
Washington with Mr. Davies and Mr. Murray, did anyone attend 
by telephone? 

A. No. 

Q. When did you subsequently meet with counsel? 

A. Just yesterday. Monday. 

Q. For how long? 

A. About two hours, but with several interruptions. 

So the actual length of meeting was less than two hours. 

Q. Was that with Mr. Murray and Mr. Davies? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Did anyone else attend? 

A. No.

Q. Have you met with any of the other counsel who -’are 
in the room today? , 

A. No. 

Q. Have you discussed the subject of this deposition 

with anyone at TI? 

A. I've had to tell my former boss, who is my — 
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directs my activities for TI, why I was going to Seattle and 
what the subject was. But not in any detail, no. 

Q. What's the name of your former boss? 

A. Walter Woodson, WOODSON. 

Q. What is his position? 

A. He's vice president of public affairs division. 

Q. Did you review any documents in your meeting with 
counsel yesterday? 

A. We looked through TI's responses to the Minnesota 
lobbying, specific — second request related to lobbying, 
and to the request from Minnesota to the plaintiff's 
request. 

Q. To which that responded? 

A. Correct. And we also had the TI response to the 
first Minnesota request in front of us. We had the subpoena 
for today's meeting. And I believe that's all the paper we 
had. 

Q. What's your date of birth? 

A. October 2, 1954. 

Q. Where were you born? 

A. Lawrence, Kansas. 

Q. What's your educational background?

A. I have a bachelor's in — bachelor of science in

education from the University of Kansas and a master of arts o,

in theater from the University of Kansas. I spent one year 00 
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at Exeter University in England on an exchange scholarship 
after I got my master's. 

Q. Prior to your employment by TI, by whom were you 
employed? 

A. The Highway Users Federation, an association who 
is members are associations interested in having good 
highways and safe driving. 

Q. These would be like associations of trucking 
companies or something? 

A. Trucking Association was a member. Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers, the American Petroleum Institute, the Triple 
A. A variety of members. It was not a trade association 
per se, but rather an umbrella coalition group. 

Q. Was your work with the Highway Users Federation of 
a public affairs nature? 

A. I was in the public affairs division when I left 
the Highway Users Federation. My responsibilities were 
tracking and reporting on federal and state legislation 
related to highways. I also worked with our individual 
membership program, which was a grass roots membership 
mailing list group. 

Q. Prior to your employment with the Highway Users 

Federation, had you had any employment in the public 
relations or public affairs area? 

A. No. 
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Q. What were the inclusive years when you were at 
Highway Users Federation? 

A. November 1979 through January 1984. 

Q. Now, at the time you left TI, Walter Woodson was 
your supervisor? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Where does Mr. Woodson fit in the reporting 
structure at Tobacco Institute? To whom does he report? 

A. He reports to the president. 

Q. And that is who? 

A. Samuel D. Chilcote, CHILCOTE. 

Q. How big a staff worked for you at TI? 

A. Reporting personally to me? 

Q. Yes. 

A. When I left, two managers and I shared a 
secretary. 

Q. Approximately how many people work at TI? 

A. I believe at this time it's between 45 and 50. 

Q. Were you the TI records custodian? 

A. It was never put on my job description, but sort 
of by default I ended up being the person who put a lot of 
files in boxes and retrieved boxes. 

Q. Was there anyone else at TI who had responsibility 
for custody of documents? 

A. A young man in our work room actually keeps the 
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file storage lists, contacts the off-site storage warehouse 
to bring boxes in or send boxes back. 

Q. Do you know the name of the nan who does that? 

A. Sure. Willie, WILLIE, Mickens, 

MI C K E N s. The actual process of putting files away 
when they're several years old is done by secretaries 
throughout the institute. 

Q. When the secretaries prepare files for storage, do 
they go to Mr. Mickens for transfer to the storage facility? 

A. Correct. They'll put the files in the boxes, 
label the end of the box, and give the boxes to him, he'll 
record the labeling on a main list, and send them off to 
storage. 

Q. How many storage facilities for documents does 
TI have? 

A. We have only one that is off site, a warehouse in 
Maryland. We do keep some documents that are old in the 
basement of the office building where we are located. We 
have storage space. 

Q. Are any closed files maintained in the offices of 

TI? 

A. We keep some that I would consider closed, more 
than two or three years old, in closets and that's simply a 
choice of that particular secretary. 

Q. Are any TI active files stored anywhere other than 
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the TI office? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you know whether the file storage list was 
produced to any of the states that have brought an action 
against TI? 

A. It was produced in Minnesota. Therefore I assume 
anyone who is receiving the Minnesota documents has it also. 

Q. Have you ever visited the remote storage facility 
for TI's documents? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you know how large it is? 

A. No. 

Q. Do you know by any measure the volume of documents 
stored there? 

A. I only know what TI stores there. I don't know 
who else might use it. 

Q. What does TI store there? 

A. At this time we have approximately 5600 file 
boxes, most which of are the standard banker's box, 19 
inches long. There are some that are double sized boxes, 
but most of them are the smaller size. 

Q. What's the volume of records stored in the 

basement by TI? 

A. At this time I'm not sure, because Willie went 
through and they did considerable cleanup down there to 
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determine what should or shouldn't be there, that should go 
off to the Maryland off-site. But I would guess there are 
upwards of 75 boxes. 

Q. Were there more before the cleanup? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How much was there before the cleanup? 

A. There were a large number of boxes of 

publications, multiple copies of old, unused publications, 
which I believe they decided to trash, all by a handful for 

the files. And I believe he identified maybe a dozen that 

we could send off site. 

Q. What's the volume of closed files kept in the 
closets at TI? 

A. 25 to 30 boxes. I'm thinking here strictly of the 
president's files that are maintained on site in the 
closets, or in the basement. Every division has some files 
which are probably two or three years old or more which 
could go to off-site, but which for some reason they've kept 
on site.

Q. Are the closed files which have not yet gone off 
site reflected on the file storage lists? 

A. No. 

Q. Is there any listing or index of the closed files 
that have not yet gone to the remote site? 

A. I have not made one or seen one. I don't know if 
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anyone else has one. 

Q. Can you estimate for me the volume of active files 
at TI? 

MR. MURRAY: I'm sorry — 

Q. Of active files at TI? 

A. That would be very difficult. 

Q. If you can do it in terms of approximate number of 
file cabinets, that would be helpful. 

MR. MURRAY: I don't want you to guess. If 
you have reasoned speculation. 

A. Well, we have four divisions, and each division 
has a lot of file drawers. I would say an average of — an 
average of 30 drawers. That would be three feet long. 

Q. Standard file drawers? 

A. Correct. More or less full. 

Q. That's for each division? 

A. For each of those divisions. 

Q. What are the four divisions? 

A. Administrative, federal relations, state 

activities, and public affairs. 

Q. Who is in charge of the administrative division? 

A. Mr. Chilcote is the head, but the senior vice 
president for administrative is Bill Adams, ADAMS. 

Q. Is there a vice president in charge of federal 
relations? 
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A. Yes. Scott Wilson. 

Q. Also one in charge of state activities? 

A. Pat, which is a Hr. Pat, Donoho, D O N O H O. 

Q. And you've already told us the name of the person 

who's the head of public affairs. 

A. Right. And let me amend this. We now have a 
separate media relations division. At some times in recent 
years media has been part of public affairs, sometimes it 
has been separate. It is now separate again. So a fifth 
division. 


Q. Who is responsible for that division? 

A. That position is vacant at this time. 

Q. Were you succeeded in your position at TI? 

A. I was. 

Q. By whom? 

A. Margaret Rita, that is her maiden name, and her 

married name is Gere, GORE. 

Q. Any relation? 

A. No. 


Q. How long has she been with TI, approximately? 

A. At least eight years. 

Q. While you were at TI was she in your division? 

A. Yes. She was always in my division. She reported 

to me only at the beginning of her tenure. 

Q. Are any indexes maintained of the active files of 
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TI? 

A. Not that I have seen. Individual secretaries for 
administrative assistants at that division may keep records 
themselves, but I have not seen any. 

Q. Nothing organized, in any event, that you're aware 

of? 

A. Correct. 

Q. What media in addition to paper does TI use to 
retain records? 

A. We have several computer databases that are used 

for specific purposes. We have a, it's called the state and 
local legislative system, but it is used also to track 
federal legislation now. We have the TI mailing list 
database. We had a small customized database for state 
campaign contributions information. There once was database 
which still exists, the fire safety grant program. 

Accounting division has a separate system on the computer. 
Then we have, we operate on a local area network, so we 
share word processing. And we have electronic mail. 

Q. Is anyone who's not physically present in the TI 
offices part of the LAN, the local area network? 

A. We have regional offices which can dial in to our 
LAN. I personally also from Williamsburg can dial in to the 
LAN. Our member codes have access to dial in to the LAN. 

Q. Does Covington have access to the LAN? 
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A. At one time access was created so that they could 
dial in specifically to the legislative system. I don't 
know if that ever became operational. We do have electronic 
mail communications with a large number of people, including 
Covington. 

Q. And the member companies? 

A. And the member companies. 

Q. And the regional offices? 

A. Myself. Yes. Anyone who is outside of TI, and I 

personally in this way am still in TI, but if you are 
outside TI or in the regional offices, the E-mail goes 
through MCI mail, the gateway system. 

Q. Are law firms in addition to Covington & Burling 
part of the E-mail system? 

A. Not that I have seen. If they've been put on, I'm 
unaware of it. 

Q. Does TI have any attorneys on staff? 

A. No. We have sore staff members who have law 

degrees, but they do not act as attorneys or counsel on 
staff. 

Q. Thanks for the clarification. Does TI maintain 
any records in microfilm or microfiche format? 

A. The library formerly received microfilm or 
microfiche copies of journals and retained those, but we 
don't do that any longer. I don't believe any of the active 
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divisions use microfilm or microfiche. I know we don't: have 
a microfilm reader at TI at this time. 

Q. Does TI maintain any of its documents in a CD-ROM 
format? 

A. We sometimes acquire CD-ROMS to access 
information compiled by outside vendors. And our data 
processing department certainly has CD-ROM capability. But 
I don't believe it's used for any TI documentation. 

Q. You said that TI had a small database on state 
campaign contributions. Does the use of the word "had" mean 
it doesn't have it any longer? 

A. Apparently, through one of those things that 
sometimes happens on computer, it disappeared. 

Q. I did that last night. I can't find it. I don't 
know where it went. When did that happen? 

A. They are not sure, but sometime late December or 
early January. The loss was not discovered until someone 
needed to enter some information, -ind by that time through 
the backing up schedule, the data was lost. I believe the 
system itself was lost. 

Q. Have any other computer systems been lost at TI, 
to your knowledge? 

A. Not that I know of, no. 

Q. Does that database exist in a hard copy backup 
form? 
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A. Right. We have all that information. 

Q. Where are the TI regional offices? 

A. You'll have to excuse me if I count on my fingers, 
because they change often. There's one in Albany, New York, 
there's one in Indianapolis, one in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
Denver, Sacramento, Austin, Texas, and two regional vice 
presidents work out of the b.C. office. 

Q. Who are they? 

A. In the D.C. office? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Ron Morris, MORRIS, and John Shipper, 

SHIPPER. 

Q. Where are the regional office files stored once 
they're closed? 

A. That has been a process that is handled 

differently for every region. However, in 1993, when we 
essentially closed all our regional offices, they have since 
reopened some, all those documents were box'id and sent to 
the off-site storage for headquarters in Maryland. Previous

to that, files had been retained in the regional offices-for 
any length of time before being sent to headquarters. ,So 
now essentially all files in the regional offices date from 
late 1993-94. 

Q. The ones that were sent to the storage facility, 
do those appear on the file storage list? 
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A. Yes, they do. 

Q. Why were the regional offices essentially closed 
in 1993? 

A. We had budget cutbacks and a reorganization. We 
still had a few regional staff members, but they had to work 
out of their homes or share some office space that they 
could obtain cheaply until we reopened the offices, meaning 
hiring a secretary and renting office space in January 1995. 

Q. What's the approximate number of staff employed in 
all the regional offices of TI? 

A. At this time there is a regional vice president 
and a secretary in each. 

Q. In each? 

A. The two who are located in D.C. share a secretary. 

Q. With regard to the E-mail system that TI has, how 

are those E-mail messages or how is the E-mail traffic 
stored or archived? 

A. It's not done in any specific fashion that TI has 
chosen. The E-mail exists on the disk until it's 
overwritten at some point. People do delete their E-mails 
from their own directories, but apparently the words still 
exist on disk. 

Q. Do you know if there's any definite time that the 
document stays in existence, or is it just a matter of how 
much traffic is added to the disk? 
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A. There are essentially, they use seven separate 
backups, and after the 7th day, the first backup is 
overwritten. It's a cycle. 

Q. Does TI have any system to capture in hard copy 
form E-mail messages before they're deleted from the backup? 

A. The individual can, of course, do that if they so 
choose, but no, we have no system in place. 

Q. Those various entities that you described who have 
access to TI's LAN, such as member companies, they have 
access to everything on LAN, correct? 

A. Each database has assigned users, and those people 
who have some need to use that database. So individuals 
would be assigned only access to the databases that they 
would use. In most cases the company members would have 
access only to the state and local legislative system, other 
than E-mail. 

Q. Understood. Are TI's records retention policies 
in written form? 

A. There is one memoranda enunciating the records 
retention policy. It was written and distributed to all TI 
employees. 

Q. Approximately when was that written? 

A. It was either in 1985 or 1986. 

Q. Does it have different retention periods for 
different types of records? 
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A. No, it enunciated a policy that all records that 

should be stored will be kept forever, or indefinitely. 

Q. Did it provide any criteria to determine which 
records should be stored? 

A. It did address documents that you might discard in 
the normal course of business, such as a telephone message, 
or if the individual's own procedure was to discard drafts, 
then that person could continue to discard drafts. If the 
person's policy was to retain drafts in a file, then that 
was all right, too. It also addressed whether, if there 
were multiple copies of a document, that there was no need 
to retain multiple copies. 

Q. Telephone messages could be discarded? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you recall anything else which could be 
discarded? 

A. I do not recall it enunciating anything else. 

Q. Is there any particular protocol for destruction 
of those documents, or are they just thrown out? 

A. It's individuals, probably. Just toss them in the 
bucket. I know I kept my recycling bin handy, that kept 
excess paper off my desk. 

Q. Are you aware of any destruction of documents 
other than destruction permitted by the policy you just 
described? 
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A. No. 

Q. Are any of TI's documents stored at Covington & 
Burling? 

A. There are a large number of file storage boxes 
that are temporarily held at Covington for review. But they 
make copies and return the originals to our storage. I know 
of no files that have been transferred to them for permanent 
storage. 

Q. Describe, if you would# your general 
responsibilities in responding to the Minnesota document 
requests. 

A. At the very beginning# when it first came in# I 
met with the senior paralegal, who was working on it at that 
time. 

Q. Who was that? 

A. Heidi# HEIDI, Kranz# K R A N Z. 

Q. Continue# please. 

A. And we reviewed what the scope of this kind of 

search would have to be. We identified certain types of 
files that she could immediately begin review on, and we 
discussed people's active files, on-site files that she and 
another paralegal should begin to check. But for the larger 
issue of the detailed requests# and beginning to review for 
those documents, I met with Paul Duke, a partner at 
Covington. We discussed — 
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MR. MURRAY: Let me caution you, first of 
all, I'm allowing this narrative question to go forward in 
the interests of efficiency. I caution you to take care to 
describe only document issues which not reveal any 
attorney-client confidences. 

A. We discussed the nature of the file storage list, 
and at that time, that was, say August, when the first 
requests came, in or September, I did work more with Heidi 
in helping her get the files that she needed to review, the 
on-site files. Then later, as boxes were identified for 
review by the Covington paralegals, I had relatively little 
to do at that time in the process, it was merely a matter of 
really obtaining the boxes and getting them to the 
paralegals. As the second request came in, late in 1996, on 
lobbying issues, I again worked with Linda Piso on 
identifying the boxes that she would need to review for that 
particular request, obtaining them for her and talking with 
the regional offices to ensure that any documents they may 
still have in that period were given to her. 

Q. Is that a complete description of your general 
duties with regard to the Minnesota requests? 

A. Generally, yes. 

Q. Did you personally review any documents? 

A. Not for Minnesota, no, I did not for Minnesota at 

all. 
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Q. Were any TI personnel, as opposed to Covington & 
Burling personnel, reviewing records to determine if they 
were responsive to the requests for production? 

A. No. TI did not look at the individual documents. 

Q. TI's role was limited to identifying which boxes 

or file cabinets were likely to contain responsive 
documents? 

A. Correct. 

Q. What was your role regarding the Florida document 

production? 

A. That I was working with a different paralegal, as 
I said, the requests themselves were very different, they 
tended to be more, the word I would use is blocked. I could 
identify a block of files for each request or group of 
requests that should be reviewed. In general, nearly ail' 
the reviewing was done by C&B paralegals. I did do some box 
searching through to find simple Florida materials, which 
would be in the midst of a large amount of other state 
materials.

Q. Let me go back to Minnesota for a moment. Have 
you ever reviewed any documents which were withheld fojr »ny 
reason from production to Minnesota? 

A. No. I don't know what box, or documents, would 
have been withheld. 

Q. Have you reviewed any documents regarding the 
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Florida productions which you were told or you believe were 
withheld from production to Florida for whatever reason? 

A. No, I know of no such documents. 

Q. What was your role in regard to producing 
documents in the Texas litigation? 

A. I believe with it, I have merely made my 
recommendations on the scope of what the project would be. 

I have not identified boxes for any review in Texas at this 
time. 

Q. Would you explain for me, please, what you mean by 
your recommendation on the scope of the project? 

A. Generally to give the attorneys or the paralegals 
a feel for how big this project is, whether it's a thousand 
boxes or a dozen boxes, or on-site versus off-site files, or 
where we would not have any documents applicable to a 
request. 

Q. Have you had any different role other than those 
you've described with regard to the Connecticut, Kansas, or 
Mississippi requests? 

A. With Mississippi, in the first requests, it's my 
understanding that Covington & Burling had some sort of 
conflict on working on the Mississippi case. And so TI 
staff had to deal directly with the Mississippi attorney 
representing us. And X was asked to find documents that 
would be responsive to two specific requests. And so I went 
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through the boxes myself simply looking for anything 
relating to the issues of the request, copied them and sent 
them to our attorney for his review. 

Q. Was someone else at TX reviewing boxes to 
determine if there were documents responsive to other 
Mississippi requests? 

A. I believe other requests required Bill Adams to 
identify articles of incorporation and questions like that. 
So I doubt that I had to review files or that kind of 
information. But otherwise, I was the only person at TI who 
was working on those documents. 

Q. As best you recall, what were the specific 
Mississippi requests for which you looked for responsive 
documents? 

A. One of them related to advertising issues and the 
other to vending issues, sales to minors. 

Q. Who was che local Mississippi counsel you worked 
with on that? 

A. Mark Caraway, CARAWAY. Perhaps I should go 
on that since that time -- 

Q. If you would, please? 

A. — Covington paralegals have taken a more active 
role in reviewing boxes. So my role has been to identify 
the boxes and see that they are delivered to Covington from 
Mississippi. 
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Q. Mississippi. 

A. The Kansas and Connecticut ones we have not 

started, except for a few boxes I have identified for 
Connecticut just last week. But Kansas we have not started 
identifying files yet. 

Q. Describe for me how you go about identifying boxes 
with regard to any of the productions. Tell you what, let's 
come back to that question. Let's take a short break here, 
all right? 

(Recess) 

(Exhibit 1 marked) 

MR. MURRAY: Perhaps you could read back the 

last question. 

(Record read back) 

A. Literally I sit down with the file storage list 
and page through it and make my list of boxes that either 
because of the staff person’s name that's on it, the time 
period it may co^er, the issues that would be noted on the 
label, that I think might contain relevant information, to 
start making a list. It varies for every request, because 
some requests that are very specific might come down to six 
boxes to look at over the time period. Some are more. 

Q. How do you go about determining which active files 
might be responsive to requests? 

A. Again, that's usually, first of all, choosing which 
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division's files would be applicable, and then the staff 
person who would be likely to have materials. 

Q. Would you then follow up with those staff 
personnel to find out if they had responsive files, or would 
someone from C&B do that? 

A. Usually I deal directly with each TI employee, 
with the exception sometimes of the accounting and 
administrative division, where C&B paralegals were asked 
directly. 

Q. How did you go about determining what computer 
files might be responsive to requests? 

A. In the Minnesota request there was an agreement 
that computer files, electronic files, would not be part of 
the search. And it has not come up yet in any of the 
attorney general suits. 

Q. So you've done no identification of any electronic 
files which might be responsive to any requests in any of 
the state cases? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Have you been involved in any document production 
effort with regard to a case in which TI is either a party 
or a responding third party where the case is brought by 
someone other than one of the attorney generals? 

MR. MURRAY: I'm sorry, could you read that 

back? 
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(Record read back) 

A. In the Department of Justice's investigation, we 
were a third party, I guess you would call it, we were not 
the subject of the investigation, but we were subpoenaed to 
obtain records. And I worked our data processing staff to 
do two things, essentially. One, to do word searches on the 
existing databases and word processing electronic files, and 
we printed out the documents. And then secondly, to try to 
determine whether TI's previous computer systems, ones that 
are defunct and no longer used, whether the last tapes could 
be somehow reconstructed to search in the same manner. 

Q. Were you able to reconstruct them? 

A. The estimate was that it would take a number of 
months and a great deal of money, because those kinds of 
computers that that system used are no longer used. And the 
outside computer consultants would have to reconstruct a 
system that would be able to read the tapes. And the 
Department of Justice did not pursue that. 

Q. Did TI also produce hard copies of non-computer 
documents in response to the DOJ subpoena? 

A. Yes, we did. 

Q. What generally was the subject matter of the 
electronic records that you searched for in response to that 
subpoena? 

A. It was related to a firm that we had used, TI had 
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used on a consulting basis, and we were looking for any 
record with the names of the staff people, or the names of 
the firm. We had a list of eight or nine words to be 
searched for. 

Q. Was the subject matter of that subpoena related in 
any fashion to any of the claims in any of the attorneys 
generals' suits? 

A. Well, that particular consultant's work would be 
related to the claims. And some of the other attorney 
general suits have asked for materials with that same 
consultant. 

Q. Who is the consultant? 

MR. MURRAY: I need to discuss the 
attorney-client privilege. 

MR. FERGUSON: Certainly. 

(Discussion off the record) 

MR. MURRAY: Counsel, after consulting with 
my client, we remain unsure of the status of that 
investigation, and in particular remain unsure of the 6-E

status of the investigation. I just don't know, this s « i 
witness doesn't know, and I think it's beyond the scope.' I 
will commit to you to continue to discuss this issue with 
you to the extent it relates, but I'm not going to let her 
answer.

Department of Justice in response to the subpoena you 
described produced to any of the states that brought claims 
against Tobacco Institute? 

A. I don't know exactly which parts of the documents 
may have been presented or whether all of them were. But 
certainly some of them have been. And I don't know about 
the electronic records in particular. 

Q. To which states were those records produced? 

A. My understanding is they were made available to 
Florida, and I don't know of any others. 

Q. Do any TI employees other than yourself as a 
consultant maintain files of documents at their homes? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. You made no effort to determine whether in fact 
any did? 

A. That question hasn't come up before. 

Q. Does Covington & Burling maintain any computer 
databases on behalf of TI? 

A. Not that I know of. 

Q. Do you know how many documents were produced to 
the Minnesota depository by TI? 

A. I've seen an estimate of 459,000 pages, but I 
don't know how many documents that is. 

Q. Who puts Bates numbers on Tobacco Institute 
documents that are produced? 
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A. That would be in the Covington & Burling 
paralegal shop. I don't know who. 

Q. Did you or anyone at TI have any role in preparing 
the privilege log with regard to documents produced or 
withheld from production in Minnesota? 

A. I have not, and I don't know that anyone else at 
TI has. 

Q. Does TI have any videotapes? 

A. We have a large number of videotapes. As part of 
another attorney general suit, we have tried to gather all 
of them that would include either TI speaking in an 
interview or that have been produced by TI for informational 
purposes. We've gathered those altogether. 

Q. And which states' requests would those be 
responsive to? 

A. That was in the Florida case. 

Q. Have those tapes been produced to Florida? 

A. I'm not sure of the status of that. 

Q. Was any effort made to determine whether those 

tapes were responsive to any other states' requests for 
documents? 

A. I'm not aware. 

MR. MURRAYs Counsel, for the record, and 
Ms. Yoe would not know this, I had a conversation yesterday 
with Mr. Berman describing the videotapes that we have, and 
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I'm committed to get him a letter of those that have been 
selected in the Minnesota action. 

MR. FERGUSON: Thank you. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of any imaging that has 
been done of any Tobacco Institute documents? 

A. The Minnesota production has, I understand, all 
been imaged or scanned. 

Q. Did you have any involvement in that project? 

A. No. 

Q. So that's just something you've been told? 

A. Correct. 

Q. Did you keep any notes with regard to the document 
selection process you were involved in with regard to any of 
the attorney general cases? 

A. I do keep notes and copies of my memoranda. 

Q. Did you bring those with you? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. What's the approximate volume of that? 

A. Before I left the employ of TI, probably the 
volume of a full banker's box. Since I left the employ of 
TI, much less. Maybe four or five inches of material. 

Q. Is the full box before you left TI still at TI? 

A. Yes. It's not put in a box, it's sitting on a 
credenza in the empty office that I use when I visit D.C. 

Q. Does it have some file descriptor or some other 
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way we can describe it if we were to ask for it? 

A. No. 

Q. The four to five inches that you have accumulated 

since you left TI is at your home? 

A. Correct. 

Q. These memoranda that were written to Covington & 
Burling? 

A. Yes, they would be written to either a paralegal 
or to the attorney who was asking me.
